TEXT CHANGES

Changes were made in the Proposed RMP/Final EIS as a result of: (1) efforts to resolve protests on the Proposed RMP; (2) requirements of the U.S. Fish and
Wildlife Service for implementing conservation recommendations developed by the Service under Section 7 of the Endangered Species Act; and (3) corrections
of typographical or editorial errors identified by reviewers of the Proposed RMP. These changes are listed below.

Page numbers and other references are from the Proposed RMP/Final EIS. Partial paragraphs at the tops of columns and bullets are not counted as
paragraphs when determining the entries for paragraphs. The number code in the "Reason" column refers to one or more of the three reasons described
above in the previous paragraph.
